mies of mankinde doe conſpire how to ſawe aud 
diſperſe thoſe poulders or duſt here, which hath cau- 
{ed ſo rigorous a peſtilence iathe ſtate of Adi/lan,and 
in other States allyedin friendſhip to this Crowne ; 
and that for the ſame purpole are come intothelſe 
kiggdomes certaine perſons, whelc pictures and 
markes be in the power or cuſtody of vs and of the 
Gouernor of our Counſell. And becauſe ſo caer- 
: - . WY mous 
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mous and ſo horrible a crime could not be intended 
nor exccoted by any bur by ſuch as having giuen 
themſcluestothe Diucll, doe indeauour to deſtroy 
the whole race of mankinde; and ſeeing it is iuſt thar 
they haue condigne puniſhment, it temporall tor- 
ment may ſiffice for ſo hainous and exotbitant a 
crime. And becauſe it is agreeable tothe ſervice of 
God andof vs, as a thing ſo important for the 
good of our kingdomes, to vſc all meancs for the 
ſearching outof rhoſe p:rſons,who are cowero per- 
petrate the ſaid crime,and forrhcir apprehenfion,ſo 
that no man may hide or conceale them; by the de- 
liberate aduiſe of vs and our Counlell it was agreed, 
that wee ſhould ſend theſe our letters vnto you for 
the ſame reaſon,and we held it for good. Wherefore 
we will and command you,rhat ſo ſoon as it ſhal be 
deliucred vato you,you cauſc it to be proclaimed in 
the ſaid City, and in the townes and places within 
the inriſdition thereof, that wee promiſe preſently 
to give, and there fhall be giucn 20000, Ducats, be- 
:1des other honors and fauours roall and euery per. 
ſon & perſons, as well natiues as ſtrangers, who ei. 
ther pcrſonally by theafelues,or by papers or lette! s 
tha!l manifeſt, declare,and bewray vnto you & thoſe 
other Iuſtices of the townes and places of that iuril- 
dition, the perſons which are cometo commirthe 
ſaid crime,and haue conſpired ſoto do. And in caſe 
the perſon which ſhall-make the ſaid diſcourry bee 
one of the complices, if he come in voluntarily and 
etue notice of the reſt, the ſaid reward of 20000, 
Ducats is promiſed and ſhall be giuen him ,; and be- 
fides from that time forward we giue and grant him 
immunizy. & pardon of the ſaid crime or any other

erimes whatſoener, be they neuer fo hainons or ſo gric- 
uous formerly committed by him; and we do free him 
and his goods from the danger of the ſame, tothe end 
that nc ludge or Iudges of theſc Realmes may haue po- 
ver to proceedeagainſt him'or any goods of his. And all 
k and cuery perſon and perſons of what eſtate,qualiry.or 
| condition ſocuer, which haue or ſhal know or vitderftand 
or hauc heard in any ſort, what perſons haue conſpired 
and do comfpire trocommit the laid crime, or ſhallknow 
or vnderftand any thing concerning the ſame marter,ſhal 
comeand reuealc the ſame vnto you, and ro the Juſtices 
- of the ſaid townes and places of that precin&,wirhin two 
dayes after they be acquainted therewith, vpon paine of 
looſing their liues and goods. *And foraſmuch as from 
the firſt day of Azgeſt of this preſent yeere wee haue no- 
tice giuen vs of many ſtrangers entred into theie our 
kingdomes, andthat by their entrance and aboad there 
may bee much hazard and occaſion of ſcarcity of bread 
and other prouifions ; we will and command, that within 
three dayes after the publication of-theſe our letters, 
they depart out of the ſaid City and places of the fame 
turiſdiftion, and within 15.dayes out of theſe our king- 
domes, vpon paine oftheit liues, vnleſſe they haue ob- 
tained the licence of vs or of our Councell therein to a- 
bide,which licences thal be giuenth&,thecauſe & neceſſi- 
ty of their ſtay being examined ; except thoſe who are 
come to. inhabit and peoplethe Countrey, and forthe 
ſame cauſe ſhall bee admitted. into many - other places. 
4 Wedoc alſo commaund;that of the ſaid ſtrangers which 
haue ariued ſince the tirſt of 4uzuft, ' you make a regiſter 
beforethey departe, andthatyou ſtrictly examine them 
of the cauſe of their comming into thele kingdomes, 
without troubling them with any other judiciall af, vn-

lefle out of the confeſſion of them(clues or others thers 
reſulte aneceſliry of a Tudiciall proceeding. Aud you ſhall 
giue them theircertificates and Paſſeportes, ſetting down 
the place from whence they depart,and the markcs which 
they beare about them. Which performe they muſt vp- 
on paine of loſle of lite and goods;which puniſhment ſhall 
irremiſſibly bee exccuted againſt all that ſhall diſobey 
the forcſaid order or any part thereof. Andthole Na- 
tiucs or Strangers which ſhall recejue, or harbour, and 
ſhall not diſcoucr thoſe that haue come in {tnce the ſaid 
1.day of Av2uſt of this yeare, or ſhall hereafter come in, 
doc incurre and fall into the ſame puniſhment withour 
poſſibility of remifion or moderation, for fois our will 
and pleaſure, And whereas wee are giuen to vnderſtand 
that many ſtrangers are newly come into theſe our king- 
domes,by'reaſon of the ſterility and want of viftuals in 
other kingdomes and prouinces,and for feare of the con. 
tagion and peſtilence which raigneth there, in retpea of 
the danger they bring along with them of infecting thelc 
kingdomes with the ſaid contagion and peſtileuce; wee 
command vnder paine of life, that none of the-laid new- 
come ſtrangers,ſhal enter into any part of our kingdoms, 
alrhough he be a continuall paſſenger, vnleſſe it be found 
that he haue immcdiatly before aboadec in a place known 
to be void of the ſuſpicion of the Contagion forty daics 
together, and vnleſle hec haue obtained your licence, 
which you ſhall gine him, having examined the cauſe and 
neceſhity of his comming, and ſhall name therein. the 
porte by which hee entred. And as touching thoſe ſtran- 
gers which were in theſe our kingdomes betore the faid 
nrſt day of Auguſt,it ſhall ſuſhce thera to get licence and 
certificate from the Iuſtices of the place where they haue 
refided, whoareto admonifh them not to enter into 
this qur Court witkout the licence of'vs or of our can 
cell,

fel], vpon paine of their lives. Inthe ſaid prohibitionare 
not comprized thoſe Carriers, which come with diſpat- 
ches from farre parts vnto our Royal perſon. And you ſhal 
both day and night keepe ſo firict and vigilant a guard vp- 
on that Ctry ,and vponthe townes and places within that 
turiſdi tion. and vpon the patts thereto belonging, as that 
no ſtranger may enter, but with ſach licence and in ſuch 
manner and forme as is declared and intimated in this our 
letter and prouiſion. And the ſame alſo is to be vnderſtood 
of thenaturall ſubies of theſe kingdomes which (hall 
come from forraigne parts. And theſe ſtrangers which we 
command todep art theſe our kingdomes, muſt take their 
certificates according as they haue becne regiſtred. 
Thoſe thar ſhall depart ont of this our Court, being 
Flemings of the low Conntries, and high Dutcbe, befcre 
the Conde de Sor4;Captaine of the Archers of our gard,and 
of onr.counſell of F/axders. Thoſe of the French nation 
before the Conde de Caftridlio,one of our Counſellof State, 
and of our Cabinet Counſell. And the SubieRs of Great 
Brittaine before the Conde de la Puebla de Marſtre, of ous 
Counſel of State,the Governour of our Counſel! of the 
Indies. And the Neapolitans, Sicilians, Milaneſes, and 1tali- 
ans, before Don 7oſeph de Napoles, Regent of our Counſel! 
of Kalz.In which Regiſters & certificates ſobe to taken our 
by them, it muſt appeare, that they haue preſented them- 
ſclues with the ſame before the Zicenriat Don Antonto Cha- 
macers de Sotemayer, Alcalde of this our houſe and Court. 
From whome hee is to goe, carrying his reaſon and cauſe 
with himin the ſaide certificate and regiſter :and you ſhal 
not admit them in any other manner, but ſhall deraine 
them, till you haue giuen aduiſe vnto thoſe of our Coun- 
fell. And wee command that no Merchant,or Factor, or- 
any other perſon of what eftate, qualiry,or condi - 
ner, to Whom letters or billes ſhall come dircaed —_

forraigne partes, of mony to be payd thereupon, m.ay or 
doc pay any ſumme of money by vertue thereof, nor 
{hall accept the fame from the perſon in tauour of whom 
they were ſent,not from any other in his nam*®, without fir(t 

raking you our (iid aſſiſtant acquainted therewith, vpon 

aine that doing the contrary, fuch puniſhmeat (h2ll bee 
inflicted vpon him and his goods, as may beanſwerable 
to his crime, and both partics ſhall bee accounted Com- 
plices and guilty in the at. And the ſumrye beiog ſmall, 
or the perſon knowne, in full ſatisfaticn you may giue li- 
cence to haucit payd: andin moſt caſes you ſhall aduiſe 
thoſe of our Counſel. And we commaund you to make 
a regiſter of all ſtrangers which ſhall be found in that Ci- 
ty, or thoſe townes and places of the ſame jutiſdition, 

ſetting dawnthe time how long they haue beene here aad 
their bufines, and that none depart thence without your 
licence and paſſeport,putting it vpon recorde in the Regi. 
ſter, which ſhall be made for that purpoſe ; for making of 
which Regiſter commaunded by vs, you ſhallaotraiſe any 
tee; and the Notary before whom irſhall be paſt ſhall take 
2 quarto onely of each perſon. Faile you not of doing this, 
vpon paine of our diſpleaſure, and of forfeiting 20, thou- 
ſand Marauedis to our Chamber, Giuen inthe towne of 
Madrill the 4 day of Ofober 1630.

cured. At their going to exccution, to carrie 
before them rwo-Trumperts declaring the Trea- 
ſon, with a ſufficient guard accompanying them, 
and the ſtage whereon they are executcd, fenced 
about with Rayles, to prevent the wicked intent 
of their complices if any ſhould intend ro _—

the place, to ploclaime that thoſe that arc ſhut up 
in their houſes upon ſuſpition of being infected, 
tar they come not torth to be executed untill 
Iuly 31. 

The Governours ſonne of Millaz was appre- 
headcd,, whom the aforclaid Barber Mora con- 
f(:d to be one of their complices, whereupon 
he was committed to ſafe keeping with a guard, 
Since it is reported that he was ſecretly made.a- 
way with poyſon , cither by his freinds , or ſome 
of his complices. | 

The Senatour Monty, is occupied night and 
day, onely in examining of ſuſpitious perſons, of 
which the priſons are full, and there are aboue 
1 5 00. perſons found guiltie. The ſaid Senatour 
doth the office of an Inquiſitour , Notary, and 
Iudge, and afterwards giues accompt thereof to 
the Senate, Much diligence is done and with 
orcat ſecrecy inthe aforeſaid matter , thereby to 
prevent it from their complicesnotice what they 
are, becauſe they are of ſeverall Nations. Ir is 
imagined that there will be a great and ſeverc ex» 
ecution. Alſoit is reported that now there is no 
luſtice in Milan Superiour or Interiour . 

The Governours ſonne aboue mentioned Char. 
les Roſe Knight, of the order of St. lohn, a Spani- 
-r4, nephew to the Preſident of the Coztr ation in 
Sewill, is ſaid to have gott away and flcd to Rome, 
with zo others of the complices, and that the 
Pope delivered him to the Millaneſſes , and thar 
thcy did expect him in Mi/lan hourcly. Bur this 
of his taking in Rome is contradicted, and it is rc- 

ported 
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ported that heand his companions eſcaped thence 
and tooke their journey for Spaine, ſo that now in 
Maared great vigilancy and ſearch is made to ap- 
prehend them, 

Before the cxecution of the aforeſaid Plates & 
Mora, the complices had intended to undermine 
the priſon with a determination to have blowne 
up their impriſoned infernall fraternitic to pre- 
vent their diſcovery. But the Mine was diſcove- 
red, and their projeR fruſtrated , and divers of 
them apprehended. 

Alſo, before the execution of the aforeſaid, 
they weredemanded by the Iuſtices and Church- 
men, what preſervative they had to defend them- 
ſclves from infeRion, and if they could make an 
Antidote againſt it. They anſwered that nothing 
could be invented of efficacy ſufficient ro with- 
ſtand the operation of thar peſtiferous oyntment: 
and powders , for that it was made by direction 
of the Divell. — 

There is priſoner a Maſter and Treaſurer of rhe 
banke, for having paid abouea 100000. duckets, 
to ſeverall perſons , who were hired to diſpoſc 
the infetion with the oyntmenrt and powder. 

The aforeſaid executed perſons likewiſe de- 
clared , that whoſoever did once receive money 
ro ditpoſe this contagious venome , cannot ab- 
ſtaine from putring it in practiſe upon every one 
he meetes, yea even his owne Father, For this ts 
the compact they have made with the devill, and 
in the performance thereof ſtands their owne de- 
fence or Antidote, againſt the operation of rhe 
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contagion againſt themſelves. 

They have asked licence of the Commiſſo. 
ters of the Inquiſition to make a- preſervative 
for the Cittie by Magicke Art but was not 
granted, 

At a ſolemne Proceſſion which they made in 
Millan with great Devotion, thereby to appeaſe 
the wrath of God, ( as ſaith the originall )and 
that he would vouchſafe to deliver the Cittje , 
from ſo great a danger, the Delinquents ſtrawed 
of thcir peſtiferous powders about the ſtreetes, ſa 
chat there dyed upon that occaſion aboue 1 0000 
perſons, - 

They haverbrought ro Milan horſe-loades 
of thele powders, and at the entry of the gates 
and to paſſe them by the cuſtome houſe , they 
did enter them for gold wyer, and for ſuch paid 
they cuftome and paſt cleere, 

Theſe peſtiferous powders, are ſaid to be made 
naps; and the generall report faith , they arc 
made with Invocation of the Devill, who hath 
written upon the gate of the Preſidents houſe in 
great letters, Doe what thow canſt, for by the day of 
Saint Michaell there will be few people left, 

Thoſe that ſpread the contagion in Aa{ay, 
carrie about them little bottles of their peſtilent 
powders, andall thoſe they can come at the bee 
ſprinkle, and upon whomſocver it falles onel 
upon the clothes ,. he is infeted and dyeth, {o 
that in Mi{{anit is prohibited to ware cloakes, or 
long garments, becaule if they touch it but with 
the hemme of acloake or Jong garment they dy, 

There 
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There is aboue 10000. Confederats, that have 
all received money to be imployed in execut- 
ing this 'abominable and infernall aRt, and the 
number of them increaſcth daily. There is alrea- 
dy dead in Millan aboue 80000. and there dyeth 
dayly aboue 1500 perſons, in ſo much that the 
dead bodies lye in the houſes, and none to fetch 
them away and give them buriall , and though 
the Cittie be rounded day and night with com- 
panies of horſemen, yet the contagion increaſerh. 
The Clergie are all dead, and the Churches be- 
come delerr. | 

In Fortena which is neere by, the contagion is 
not yet centred, but the people are much terrified, 
they have cur the wayes and keep ſtreight watch 
nevertheleſſe, and will not ſuffer any to center. 
Millan, Parma, Padua, Cremona andPlaventia,arc 
wholly depopulated , and diverſe other neighbo- 
ring townes. It is not come to his Majeſtics 
Campe. There is nota French man dead, nor Ye- 
xetian,neirher is the Infection come to any towne 
of theirs. The Stare of Yenice is part in the In- 
fetion. The holy Father (as ſaith the originall » 
hath entred a Capitall proceſle or ſute in law a- 
gainſt the Devill and nominated a Fiſcall or Off - 
cer to accuſe him, and a Procurator to defend 
him, and hath-aggravated his puniſhment to in- 
duce him to appeare, and declare what moved 
him to worke ſo greatamiſcheife, and of thecon- 
trary what will. follow. 

Thus muchthe 13 of .Augnſft, 1 6 3 o. 
Tranſlated our of Spanifb verbatim. 
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Iam perſwaded the moſt part of it is true. For 
they write from Maarid, - that there is now 
come'to-the Courte with the Protraitures and 
ſignes of ſome of this Contedracy which are 
come for Spayne, with an intent to diſperſe the 
contagion in thoſe parts, ſo that greatdiligence 
is-uſed- to apprehend them , and throughout 
all Spayne a moſt ſtrit watch, and no man ſtran. 
ger nor naturall ofthe Countrey can paſſe from 
Towne to Towne without a Paſſeport from the 
Major declaring his perſon, age, and fignes, and 
his buſineſſe, every Family is regiſtred , and e- 
very houſe keeper, Innekeeper and private man 
is bound vpon paine of 500 Duckets, not to re- 
ceive one of another Towne into his houſe, nor 
without his dores, till he carric him before the 
Commiſlary of the Inquiſition to be examined, 
Yeſterday here was a proclamation publiſhr, that 
all ſtrangers arriving in any Ports of Spayze, 
ſince the firſt of TA#ev# laſt, ſhould within 3, 
dayes repayre a Shipboord , and all Shipping 
arriving -fince the ſaid time, ſhould within rs. 
dayes | Bens the Countrey, upon paine of death, 
whereunto diverſe have oppoſed and diſpatcht a- 
way to the Court, in the interim till the fifreenc 
daycs be expired. There can but onely the Ma- 
ſter and two more of a Ship come a ſhore, nei- 
ther can they come a ſhoare alohe, bur the coun. 
cel: of this Nation, or ſome ot the principall 
Merchants whom heere the Duke, in other pla- 
ces the Major , nominateth muſt fetch them a 
ſhore and carrie them aboard , and keepe them
